That 
represents approximately 66% 
of the registered voters in the 
county 

Local races of interest includ 
ed the CircuitCourt Judge, 12th 
Judicial ‘Circuit, Place No, 3; 
District Court Judgé, 12th 
Judicial Circuit, Coffee County; 
Coffee County Commission, 
District 2; and Coffee County 
Commission, District 4, 

The Circuit Court Judge, 12th 
Judicial Circuit, Plate. No. 3 
racé was decided by voters in 
Coffee County and Pike County. 
In this race Democratic candi 
date Steve Blair faced 
Republican candidate Jeff W. 
Kelley, 

Kelley became the unofficial 
winner in Coffee County receiv- 
ing 9,119 votes while Blair 
received 7,879. As of press time, 
Kelley also was leading in Pike 
County with 4,882 votes to 
Blair's 4,587 votes, Pike County 
still had one precinet unaccount- 
ed for at that time; however, it 
seemed Kelley would be 
declared the winner.

about 30 provisional ballots.

New Brockton Town Council approves charge for.trash pickup

The New Brockton Town 
Council voted Monday evening, 
Nov, 1, to begin charging resi- 
dents for trash pickup. - 

Mayor Charles Cole pointed 
out that the charge applies to the 
town’s pickup of trash such as 


limbs, leaves, grass, etc. He said 


this pickup service is something 
the town-has provided for many 
years at no cost to the citizens 

However, Cole said the town 
can no longer afford to provide 
the service at no cost due to the 
expenses of landfill costs, yas 
increases, equipment mainte- 
nance, etc. . 

“I recommend we set a price 
that will be effective at the first 
of the year,” Cole said. 

The mayor said the town will 
need to send out notices to the 
citizens next month explaining 
the charges. Also, he said the 
town will need to develop a rep- 
ular schedule for pickup on the 


roads since. the citizens will be 
paying for the service. 

Council member Jeffery 
White said the council had dis 
cussed a $3° per household 
across the board monthly fee. 

Council member Cal Donnia 
Howard offered a motion to 
implement a $3 per household 
monthly fee to become effective 
Jan. 2005 provided the citizens 
receive proper notice next 
month. She received @ second 
from White, and the motion 
passed by a unanimous vote. 

Council member officially 
made several appointments for 
the current four year term. 

Joe Sawyer was appointed as 
the town’s attorney at.his pres 


ent salary, 

The Peoples Bank of Coffee 
County was selected as the 
depository for town funds, 

Annette Williams was elected 
to be the town clerk/treasurer at 
her present salary. 

In regards to the town’s police 
chief, Cole said four 
resumes/applications have been 
submitted for that position. He 
said the council will discuss this 
al the next working session set 
for Monday, Noy, 15, at 7 p.m. 
He said he wanted the council to 
work as a team in selecting the 
best person for the job.

Cole reminded council mem 
bers that the town offices will be

The Elba Tigers rolled past the Geneva County Bulldogs. 44-6 
last week to close out the region schedule with a 4-3 record and 
in doing so clinched the #4 seed in the region in the upcoming 
state playoffs. The Tigers stood at 0-5 overall and 0-3 in the 
region after an embarrassing 43-6 loss to Houston County, but the 
players and coaches all looked in the mirror after the lopsided 
loss and rededicated themselves to turning the program around. 
Since then the Tigers have won four straight games by an average 
score of 34-10 and moved up from the bottom of the region stand- 
ings to earn a state playoff berth. I guess it proves once again that 
in Sports you take games one at a time and never give up until the 
final horn sounds! 

The Elba offense struggled early in the win last week and 
seemed bored, despite the closeness of the score. However, it did 
erupt for sixteen points in the final two minutes of the first half 
and then scored touchdowns on its first two plays of the second 
half to blow the game open. The Tigér running backs ended the 
game averaging over eight yards a carry on thirty-five carries, 
while the receivers caught only four passes, but made the niost of 
the receptions as they averaged over twenty-two yards per catch.

The Tigers will carry a four- 
game winning streak and a 4-5 
record into the clash, while the 
Bulldogs will enter the game 
with a 6-3 record. 

“Pike County has one of the 
top teams in the state year in and 
year out and this season is cer- 
tainly no different,” stated 
Elba’'s Coach Scott Rials. 
“Coach Wayne Grant had a huge 
rebuilding task after losing all 
but one of his twenty-two 
Starters from last season, but he 
has done a fantastic job and Pike 
County is once again a state title 
contender. There is no doubt 
Pike County will be the best 
team we have faced this season 
and is also the most dangerous 
team. we have faced on both 
sides of the football.

Pike County opened the sea-

Tigers bulldoze Bulldogs 44-6

The Elba Tigers scored 16 
points in the final two minutes 
of the second quarter to break 
open a close game and never 
looked back Friday night as.they 
coasted to a lopsided 44-6 win 
over. the Geneva, County 
Bulldogs, in Hartford.
